Ritchie Amendment 


Faculty Senate asks for review

The Faculty Senate called 
Wednesday for the reconsideration 
and rescindment of the highly con- 
“Ritchie amendment,” 
providing for merit and 
competency to take precedence 
over tenure and semority criteria in 
faculty and staff layoffs 

The senate urged CSUS 
President James G. Bond to adopt 
the same position and propose to 
the Council of Presidents, com- 
prised of the 19 campus presidents 
of the California State University 
and Colleges (USUC) system that 
it take similar action at its March 
meeting 

At Hornet publication time 
Bond had not been informed of the 
senate’s and could not 
comment 

CSUC Board of Trustees voted 
Jan. 29 in favor of a resolution, in- 
troduced by CSUC _ Trustee 
Jeanette Ritchie of Menio Park, 
designating merit as “the 
paramount concern in the es- 
tablishment of fayoff policies and 
procedures.” 

The trustees postponed action 
on the proposal until their May 
meeting. pending CSUC faculty 
and student input 

Expressing a widespread 
faculty behef, Faculty Senator 
Joseph Morrow claimed that Rit- 
chie’s proposal is “the biggest thing 
that has ever come up” ina number 
of years

that in all academic circles and in

Task force on student writing 
skills suggests major changes 


A California State University 
and Colleges (CSUC) Task Force 
on Student Writing Skills has sent 
a report to all campuses that 
suggests major changes in the cur- 
riculum and = graduation = re- 
quirements for students, according 
to. Vernon Hornback, English 
Department Chair. 


The draft report is subject to 
change since recommendations are 
being sought from all 19 CSUC 
campuses, according to Anthony 
Moye, Task Force (h. 


Tie recommendations would 
require all lower division students 
entering college to take a statewide 
writing proficiency examinaticn. 


Upper division students would 
also be required to take and pass a 
statewide writing proficiency ex- 
am, according to Hornback. 


This test must be taken after 
completing 56 semester units and 
as a prerequisite to enrolling in 
more than 75 semester units. 
Students must pass the exam 
before continuing with more than 
75 units 


The proficiency test must be 
passed before a degree is awarded. 

Those entering post-bac- 
calaureate work who have not 
previously taken the exam must do 
so. 


The Task Force recommended 
that prospective teachers be re- 
quired to score higher than a 
minimum passing grade on the ex- 
am. 


Hornback said School of 
Education credential candidates 
recently took a similar test with 
minimum standards and “still 
didn't make it.” 


Legally, however, this cannot 
be enforced until at least the fall of 
1977. 


The report was presented to the 
CSUC Board of Trustees but it was 
not acted on, Moye said 


“Students who failed to pass the 
junior proficiency test would be re- 
quired to take course work, tutor- 
ing or get ready in some way,” 
Hornback said. However, these 
criteria are all local options, he 
added. 


Hornback said CSUS is spon- 
soring a March 16 conference to 
discuss high school writing 
Proficiency, junior level and 
English equivalency examinations. 

Local high schools, community 
colleges and the CSUS English 
Department will participate in the 
conference.

MSWproblems, chaos

Melinda Fong's predicament 
seems to be typical of graduate 
students in the Masters of Social 
Work program at CSUS 

Fong, a first-year student in the 
MSW program, explained why her 
graduate studies have led from bad 
to worse circumstances, causing 
more than her share of academic 
headaches. 

“My instructor in one of my 
MSW courses told me not to worry 
when i fell behind in studies,” Fong 
said. “But | ended up wanting to 
drop the course. Instead, the 
instructor said, “There's an alter- 
nate way out of this — take an in- 
complete.’ ” 

So she filed the incomplete with 
the advising center, and sought the 
aid of two counselors concerning 


CSUS policy on incompleted 
grades. 
The School of Social Work then 


‘distributed their sudden ultimatum 


last Monday on _ incompleted 
grades that confused Fong in her 
attempt to rectify her schedule. 
Instead of adhering to CSUS 
policy and allowing one year for 
the incomplete to be made up, she 
had only a few days to set things 
straight with her instructor. 

The SSW administration 
crackdown not only overlooked 





the vast amount of MSW students 
with incomplete grades —- over half 
the student body in the fall 1975 
semester but it also disrupted 
the entire MSW program. 

“Two counselors informed me 
of some interesting facts,” said 
Fong. “They said that the SSW 
does have a right to its own 
autonomy in such decisions (in- 


complete deadlines), but that 
sudden changes in department 
policy should be published and in 
students’ hands long before it is put 
into effect 

But that was not the case with 
the SSW decision. The deadlines 
were imposed without informing 
the students ahead of time. The 
SSW administration argued that 
the students did not follow their 
responsibility and negotiate in- 
complete grade contracts with their 
instructors, but the instructors 
themselves indicated that things 
would be “cleared up” without the 
formality of the contract. 


A flood of incomplete grade 
contracts does not necessarily 
please the dean of the department 
— in this case Dr. Jesse McClure 
— and apparently the SSW 
instructors neglected to fulfill their 
own responsibilities, resulting in 
students like Fong getting the short 
end of departmental! errors. 
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UPC moves toward ‘unified action’

Unified action is the key to 
fighting the recently passed 
Calitornia State University and 
Colleges (CSUC) Board of 
Trustee's “Ritchie amendment.” 
This conclusion was reached at last 
Thursday's Executive Committee 
meeting of the United Professors of 
Cahfornia (UPC) local 

The “Ritchie amendment” was 
passed at the Jan. 29 meeting of the 
CSUC Board of and 
essentially abolishes tenure and 
seniority in layoff procedures and 
substitutes merit 
instead. It applies to faculty as well 
as staff 

UPC local president Louise 
Kanter stated, “We believe that this 
issue is too serious to allow for 
organizational rivalries. Our local 
is exploring ways to achieve 
statewide organizational employee 
unity. The local believes that until 
agreement on statewide unity can 
be reached it would be difficult to 
develop organizational 
unity.”

amendment.” Even though the ac- 
tual number of votes cast by this 
body represents oaly a minute frac- 
tion of students, it was feared thai 
this decision would be used to 
legitimize the trustee's action 


Since the California legislature 
can correct the trustee pohcy by 
moving Title V lay-off language 
into statute, the statewide UPC is 
circulating a petition to all faculty 
urging legislative support. The 
petition says that “such action at- 
tacks the fundamental prin- 
ciples of academic freedom and 
tenure, principles necessary to the 
proper and effective functioning of 
the university, and destroys the 
principle of seniority presently in 
lithe V of the Administrative 
Code.” 


Other proposed statewide plans 
include seeking support from the 
AFL-CIO central labor council, 
Trustees who voted against the 
policy, Mary Jane Pew, Winifred 
H. Lancaster, and W.C. Weissich, 
as well as the California legislators 
and Governor Brown

Tough tests for CSUS police

Over 230 applicants wall test for 
five CSUS University ~ Police 
positions on Saturday. The two 
part test, physical agility and 
written, will be held in the Men’s 
Gym 

University Police Chief Don 
Yelverton said, “Applicants are 
coming from as far south as Los 
Angeles, as far north as Red Bluff, 
and as far east as Oklahoma.” 

The physical agility test will in- 
clude a one-and-a-half mile run, 
jumping a six foot wall, an obstacle 
course, a rescue maneuver, and a 
scramble. The testing will be 
judged by CSUS intercollegiate 
coaches. 

Yelverton, after his turn in a 
previous agility test, termed it “fan- 
tastic” and “200 percent better than 
the one used two years ago.” 

The written portion will be con- 
ducted by Testing Center per- 
sonnel 

Those that pass on Saturday 
will be scheduled for an oral exam 
on Feb. 26, 27. Appointments and 
academy training will follow this. 
The Sacramento Police Academy 
and the San Bernadino Sheriff 
Academy are both used. 

Two campus police openings 
are due to upgrading of medical 
standards by the Chancellor's Of- 
fice. The other three officers, ac- 





cording to Yelverton, were “red cir- 
cled” or had their salaries frozen 
and were reassigned to parking 
because they. could “not perform at 
the present required level.” 

With the improvement in train- 
ing and the higher standards set for 
university peace officers, the image 


of “the Go-cart Gestapo” or “door 
rattlers” is fading according to 
Yelverton. The Sacramento Police 
Department is developing more 
respect for the campus police and 
cooperation between the 
departments is increasing

Holmes relies on 


deduction for cure

in this age of Dirty Harrys, 
Barettas and SWATs: one wonders 
what became of the detective who 
relied solely on brains and deduc- 
tion, rather than guns and muscle 
The classic detective, the pure 
sleuth, at times seems to have 
disappeared only to be replaced by 
a motley group of thugs. it was, 
therefore, quite refreshing to learn 
of the return of the incomparable 
Sherlock Holmes 

Holmes returns in a book en- 
titled The Seven-Per-Cent 
Solution, and, while some might 
not be overly excited, | ask them to 
withhold a judgement until after 
giving it a try 


There ts more to Sheriock 
Holmes than just the late night 
movies with Basil Rathbone (as 
S.H.) and Nigel Bruce (as Dr. Wat- 
son) solving everything from the 
mystery of the scarlet claw to the 
voice of terror. Holmes’s novels are 
fuscinating tales of suspense and 
deduction and this one (though not 
written by Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle) is no exception. The book 
makes unusually good reading 


Half of the reason for this 1s the 
offbeat. provocative plot. Rather 
than opening with Holmes in his 
usual secure form, he enters instead 
as a mere shell of his former self 
His malady — an ever-growing ad- 
diction for injections of cocaine 
Why has Sherlock Hoimes 


deteriorated to this derelict state? 
Has he any chance of shaking the 
habit? These are the questions that 
plague Dr. Watson as he guides 
Holmes to Vienna to the only man 
who can offer a cure Dr 
Sigmund = Freud From this 
unlikely meeting emerges a tas- 
cinating view of both characters 
Add in political intrigue, murder. 
an “unsolvable” mystery and you 
have all the elements of a first-rate 
story 

The other half of the book's 
success lies in the authoritative, 
painstakingly accurate way in 
which it was written. The author, 
Nicholas Meyer, has clearly spent 
large amounts of time verifying 
descriptions and details against 
and previous Sheriock 
Holmes stories. In Addition, he 
treats the subject as reality in every 
sense and never lets down the act 
The admirable result of such toil ts 
such a skillful interweaving of fact 
and fiction, that the reader soon 
forgets the lines dividing each 

The only concrete flaw of the 
book is that it 1s rather leisurely
